T hey that refuſe to have communion in priuate 
prayer with thoſe, whom they may diſcern to haue 
communion with Chriſt, are ſchiſmatiques.

In refuling to haue communion with ſuch, they 
ſhew themſclues not to bee of the ſame body of 
Chriſt with them, nor to be led by the ſame Spirir, 
nor to haue the ſame Lord, and the ſame God and 
Father; and therefore are Schiſmariques.

When I mention the truth as principall onely, I 
argue out of the principles ſuppoſed by the Separa- 
tiſts, namely, that there may be ſomeinferior errors 
in the Church of England : As what Church in the 
world is free from erringin all things? Will the Sepa- 
ration boaſt that themſelues haue no errors in their
